It was an- 
nounced that states, counties and 
cities throughout the nation have 
applications pending for more 
than $2,500,000,000 in construction

Assurance has been given Upland 
officials by Ralph B. Smith, WPA 
director, that men will be made 
available for the new city park 
and other projects. 

It is also pointed out that the 
press dispatch from Washington 
said that “PWA” funds were ex- 
hausted. Most of the projects are 
under “WPA”, another division 
in the vast program of govern- 
ment unemployment relief. 

Concerning the WPA _ work 
here, it is pointed out that just 
this week this city has been given 
approval of funds for continua- 
tion of the water pipe line instal- 
lation project. 

The announcement concerning 
PWA lends support to the belief 
that WPA projects will also be 
curtailed until additional govern- 
ment appropriations are made. 

Upland has already received 
generous attention from the WPA. 
Several projects were on file, with 
city officials being hopeful of an

Mr. Bernard stated that when 
private firm or contractor has a

line, whereas in relief projects it} 


is necessary to pick men or wo- 
men who may be idle and who 
in many imstances have had no 
experience in the kind of work 
they have to ‘0. Thousands of 
the so-called ‘white collar’ class 
have been thrown out of employ- 
ment and are forced to take man- 
ual labor of some kind—or in 
some of the trades. It takes some 
time for such a person to adjust 
himself to his new job—and many 
of them are not physically able 
to carry on. 

Half of the persons on relief 
in California are in Los Angeles 
county, said the speaker 
number being 500,000—and that 
county is one of the three great- 
est relief problems in the ccuntry, 
the other two being Cook county, 
lll., and Manhattan borough in 
New York. 

Answering the often heard ac- 
cusation that the cost of admin- 
istration of relief is much too 
great, Mr. Bernard stated that 
only ten in the Los Angeles coun- 
ty organization receive in excess 
of $50 per week, while about fifty 
get only $23.50. He also stated 
that no loafers are tolerated on 
relief projects—and those who 
have refused other work are not 
given emloyment. 

In noting that 5,000,000 young 


| people of the country are neither 


in school nor at work, many of 
them roaming the country, Mr. 
Bernard expressed the opinion that 
students in the colleges should 
learn some basic fibre which would 
at least make it easy for them to 
fit into some kind of a job and it 
should be seen that they get 
hold of some of the worth while 
things that will see them through.
